(In order to prove His generosity, He had to create someone to 
prove the above contention.) 


“O seeker; find your goal in your own self. As the signs of the 
existence of Allah (God) prevail in the greater universe, 
similarly, these signs are found in the smaller world that is your 
own body”. 
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Since you exist and there is no doubt about it then how can you 
doubt the existence of your own Creator? The above analogy is 
in consonance with common sense and wisdom. 
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You need not to travel to various places in search of your Allah 
(Lord), because your own body is full of the signs of Allah 
(God). In this context, a famous Muslim saint Khawaja Moccn- 
ud-deen Chishti has aptly said; 

“The friend was in the house and you were searching all around. 
The water was in the ewer and you were roaming around it 
thirsty”. 
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Thus if you look at your eyes among your body organs with a 
searching eye, you will find that the Designer with His wisdom 
and ability has placed this delicate organ between two high 
bones so that it remains protected in case of accidents like a 
person falling face-down, 


The hair of the eyebrows and eyelashes, have been so designed 
to safeguard the eyes against any harm, from all sides. The Lord 
(Allah) has provided the eyelids in order to ensure that they 
open and close the eyes automatically on required basis. The 
eyes are not only to see but a source of beauty of the face as 
well. 
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The mouth is meant for eating and drinking and the throat serves 
as an entrance for food, (the food reaches the stomach through 
the throat) and the anus is for the excretion of stool and the teeth 
arc for chewing food.
